SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT 

Present day hospital care is ex¬ 
pensive. but if the hospital could 
bill us for their services like any 
other business, we would no doubt 
see and believe that their charges 
are very fair considering their 
costs of furnishing us their ser¬ 
vices. Seventv cents of every dol¬ 
lar charged by hospitals is paid 
out in labor costs. The average 
hospital has approximately two 
employees for every' 

A hospital resembles an ice¬ 
berg in this respect. Just as four- 
fifths of the iceberg is below the 
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surface of the water, so muen ol 
the hospital labor force is never 
seen by the patient. 

The average patient sees only 
a few nurses and the maid who 
cleans his room or brings his 
food. He doesn't see the doctors 
or nurses’ training program, the 
reserves of drugs and blood, even 
foods and linens. He forgets about 
the specialized equipment which 
may be used very infrequently 
but might save a life at those 
infrequent times, the stand-by 
generators available so that sur¬ 
gery will not be interrupted or 
oxygen tents cease operating in 
case of a power failure. 

This lengthy list is really brief. 
It doesn't even mention the spec¬ 
ialist diet kitchens for the dia¬ 
betics, the obese, those suffering 
from malnutrition, allergies, those 
in need of low-fat diets, low salt 
diets, low this and high that. It 
doesn't include the laundry, pow¬ 
er house, pharmacy, etc and etc. 

The operation of today's hos¬ 
pital is a complex business. They J 
not only take care of the patient's j 
illness—they feed and clothe him 
in bed .they launder endless lin¬ 
ens and maintain expensive eq¬ 
uipment for the diagnostic use 
of all physicians, equipment too 
expensive for any one physician 
to afford. It is a costly operation, 
but nothing is to dostly when a 
life is at stake. 

Looks like the hospitals are not 
bandits after all but instead are 
honest folks who are trying hard 
to serve us well when we need 
them most.
